1 . We acknowledge applicant's response dated 1 1/4/02. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-6, 8-23, 26, 28 and 30-33 in the office aqction dated 1 1/4/02 is 
hereby repeated and made final. 

3. The applicant argued that the reference Davison et al. (6387109) does not disclose a PZE. 
See Col. 4, line 29; Col. 7, line 19, 42 to name a few places that the Davison et al. reference 
discloses a PZE. 

4. The applicant also argues that the reference does not disclose the acoustic frequencies 
that the applicant's application discloses. However, these limitations are not recited in the 
claims, and definitely not in independent claim 1 .
